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MEN   OF  SCIENCE  AND  IMMORTALITY 

Address  over  Radio  Station  KSL,  Sunday  Evening,   June  21,    1931,

May  I  remind  you,  my  radio  auditors; 
that  the  last  three  Sunday  evenings  we 
have  talked  to  the  question,  life  beyond 
the  grave.  Is  it  reasonable  to  believe 
that  there  is  such?  We  admit  that  some 
men  say  "  No."  But  what  does  the 
evidence  sav? 

In  discussing  this  topic  we  have  quoted 
more  or  less  freely  from  the  writings  of 
outstanding  scientists,  philosophers  and 
other  scholars,  whose  views,  when  de- 
liberately expressed,  are  entitled  to  atten- 
tion. In  the  main,  these  men  have  not 
called  upon  revelation — the  Bible — in  sup- 
port of  their  views.  Our  purpose  was  lo 
find  out  what  modern  science  and  philo- 
sophy has  to  say  about  this  question. 
Many  in  the  student  group  for  which  my 
talks  are  primarily  prepared  will  be 
greatly  interested  in  their  views  on  the 
question. 


So  we  repeat  what  we  said  last  Sun- 
dav  evening— Science  neither  affirms  nor 
denies  the  existence  of  life  after  death. 
Hence  there  is  no  foundation  for  atheistic 
assertions  that  science  destroys  any  hope 
of  a  future  life.  This  we  can  say  posi- 
tively, dogmatically,  if  you  please.  But 
philosophy  asserts' the  reasonableness  of 
such  an  existence.  Indeed,  both  scientists 
and  philosophers  affirm  that  immortality 
is  a  logical  requirement  of  purposiveness 
in  the  universe.  No  one  seems  able  to 
explain  how  there  can  be  any  purpose 
in  creation  if  death  ends  all — man  is  the 
acme   of   creation.  If    after    the   brief 

span  of  this  life  he  goes  out  of  existence 
then,  as  pointed  out  by  our  thinkers, 
tremendous  waste  is  involved.  And  so, 
the  logic  of  the  situation,  as  well  as  other 
factors,  has  appealed  to  the  reason  and 
to    the    heart    of    many    men    of    science, 
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among  them  some  of  the  greatest,  so  they 
have  been  believers  in  God  and  a  future 
life. 

Testimony  of  President  Burton. 

In     October,     1 9-2-1,     the     late     Ernest 
Dewitt     Burton,     then    president     of     the 
University   of   Chicago,    delivered   an   ad- 
dress on   "  Religion   and   Education  "    in 
which    he    said    Jesus    was    the    world's 
greatest   thinker   in   the   held   of   religion. 
i:  The    method,"     he     said,     "  by    which 
Jesus   dealt    with    religion    in    his   day    is 
essentially  one  with  that  which  the  world 
has   now   in    modern   times   discovered    to 
be  the  best   and   only   method  of  dealing 
with    all    problems   that   have   relation    to 
human    life.        In    short,    Jesus    was    the 
first     great    exemplar     of     the     scientific 
spirit    as    the    most    enlightened    men    of 
science  understand  and  practice  it  to-day. 
He     faced     facts     squarely,     made     them 
rather  than  opinions,  however  ancient  and 
honourable,  the  guide  of  his  thinking  and 
the  basis  of  his  action,  set  facts  in  rela- 
tion  to  one   another,   penetrated  beneath 
their     surface     to     find     their     meaning, 
brought  imagination  into  service,   and  to 
al!  that  mere  induction  Or  deduction  could 
prove    added    an    estimate   of    values    and 
a  strong  element  of  faith.        Slowly  the 
world  is  learning  that  this  is  the  best  way 
to  think."       President  Burton  added  that 
"  Jesus    not    only   had   the   right   way   ot 
thinking,   but  that  he  reached   right  con- 
clusions, and  realised  an  ideal  of  character 
than  which  we  can  think  of  no  better.-' 
The  evidence  shows  that  throughout  the 
long    period    of    the    history    of    science 
many   of   its  greatest   representatives   re- 
garded Jesus  in  much  the  same  light  as 
did  President  Burton.       On  the  authority 
of  Bishop  Frederick  D.  Leete's  admirable 
book  on  "  Christianity  in  Science  "  I  pre- 
sent   the    following    facts    relative    to    the 
religious    faith    of   leaders   in   the   history 
of  modern  science.     In  the  preface  Bishop 
Leete    remarks    that    "  In    view   the   evi- 
dence at  hand,  onlv  a  small  part  of  which 
can    be   presented    in   one   writing    [there 
are  387  pages  in  the  book]   no  one  will 
deny    that    many    good    Christians    have 
been   scientists   and   many  scientists   firm 

believers   in   religion The   acts 

of  the  apostles  of  science  and  the  relation- 
ship and  service  to  religion  of  scientific 
workers   deserves   high    praise.        During 


the  five  centuries  of  the  history  of  modern 
science  no  greater  appeared  than  those 
enrolled  beneath  the  banners  of  Christi- 
anity. Religion  has  trained,  inspired, 
and  crowned  the  greatest  observers  and 
discoverers." 

From  chapter  8  on  "  Christian  Men  of 
Science  "  the  following  material  is  ob- 
tained. He  asks  "  Whose  are  the 
figures  which  stand  out  as  colossi  on  the 
headlines  of  scientific  history?  Are  they 
those  of  atheists  and  scoffers,  or  is  there 
sufficient  ground  for  the  claim  that  our 
most  godlike  knowledge  comes  from  the 
most  godlike  minds?       What  a  roll  it  is 

which bears  inscribed  upon  it  in 

letters  of  gold  !  Roger  Bacon,  Nicolaus 
Copernicus,  Galileo  Galilei,  John  Kepler, 
William  Hunter,  Robert  Boyle,  Blaise 
Pascal,  Isaac  Barrow,  Isaac  Newton, 
Gottfried  Wilhelm  Leinitz,  ,  Carl  von 
Linne,  Joseph  Priestley,  John  Dalton, 
Georges  Cuvier,  Humphrey  Davy,  Andre 
Marie  Ampere,  Michael  Faraday,  Joseph 
Henry,  James  Clerk  Maxwell,  David 
Brewster,  John  F.  W.  Herschel,  Claude 
Bernard,  James  Young  Simpson,  Joseph 
Lister,  Louis  Pasteur,  Lord  Kelvin,  and  a 
host  of  others !  Students  of  science  will- 
recognise  these  names  as  those  of  men 
who  were  the  foremost  scientists  of  their 
day,  those  to  whom  the  development  of 
science  is  due.  Let  us  speak  a  little 
more  of  a  few  of  them. 

Copernicus,  the  great  astronomer,  is 
described  as  a  man  who  was  devoutly  re- 
ligious, full  of  faith  and  prayer.  "  He 
lived  the  life  of  a  Christian  imitating  his 
Master."  It  is  said  of  him  that  neither 
his  profound  reverence  for  the  Scriptures, 
nor  his  Christian  faith  was  shaken  by  his 
discoveries. 

Both  Galileo  and  Kepler  were  men,  i% 
is  written,  of  undoubted  piety  and  re- 
ligious faith.  Pascal,  famous  for  his 
mathematical  ability  and  or  his  experi- 
ments in  hydrostatics  and  pneumatics, 
during  the  latter  years  of  his  life  devoted 
himself  wholly  to  religion — writing  and 
serving.  Robert  Boyle,  whose  name  is 
familiar  to  every  student  of  physics  and 
chemistry,  was  a  man  whose  "  piety 
sanctified  all  his  doings ;  it  was  not  a 
theory,  but  a  practice." 

It  is  said  that  John  Locke  Is  no  less 
distinguished    for    his    virtues    and    piety 
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than  for  his  intellectual  ability.  It  is 
said  Locke's  last  words  were,  "  Oh,  the 
depth  and  the  riches  of  the  goodness 
and  knowledge  of  God."  John  Ray, 
"  ablest  botanist  and  zoologist  of  nis 
day  "  wrote  as  hi?  most  famous  work  a 
book  entitled  "  The  Wisdom  of  God 
Manifested  in  the  Works  of  Creation.'' 
Leibnitz,  famous  mathematician  and 
philosopher,  declined  election  to  the 
academy  of  Science  of  Paris  rather  than 
abjure  his  Protestant  religion. 
Sir  Isaac  Newton. 

The  "  Great  glory  of  the  Royal 
Society  "  and  the  chief  of  Cambridge 
University   dons   was   Sir   Isaac   Newton. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  any  character  of 
history,  save  one,  has  ever  received  such 
tributes  of  praise  and  admiration  as  have 
been  lavished  upon  Newton."  "  He  did 
his  work  in  a  spirit  of  reverential  and  de- 
vout faith."  He  was  "  a  sincere  and 
humble  believer  in  the  leading  doctrines 
of  Christianity  and  lived  comformably  to 
its  precepts."  Among  many  other  things 
he  was  distinguished  for  his  great  know- 
eldge  of  the  Bible  in  which  he  wrote  "  I 
find  more  sure  marks  of  its  authenticity 
than   of   any   profane   history    whatever." 

Euler,  a  Swiss  mathematician  of  whom 
all  students  know,  was  a  profoundly 
religious  man  who  conducted  regular 
family  worship  in  .his  home.  Edward 
Jenner,  discoverer  of  the  efficacy  of  vac- 
cination, was  thoroughly  religious.  He 
believed  in  nature  study  as  an  approach 
to  a  knowledge  of  the  Creator  and  felt 
that  religious  training  was  essential  10 
sound  education.  Laplace,  "  The  New- 
ton of  France,"  lived  and  died  a  Catholic. 
Cuvier,  founder  of  comparative  anatomy, 
was  ''  warmly  attached  to  that  system  of 
Christian  faith  and  order  which  had  been 
bequeathed  to  their  country  by  the  heroic 
Huguenots." 

John  Dalton,  chemist,  and  Thomas 
Young,  physicist,  outstanding  in  the  his- 
tory of  science,  were  friends,  and  exceed- 
ingly loyal  to  the  Scriptures  and  to 
Quaker  principles. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  groups 
of  Christian  men  of  science  is  that  of 
investigators  in  the  field  of  electricitv. 
The  outstanding  names  from  Gaivani  of 
the  i8th  century  to  Pupin  and  Millikan  of 
the  20th  century  are  names  of  religious 


believers."  These  include  Galvani,  Yol- 
ta,  Oersted,  Ampere,  Coulomb,  Ohm, 
Faraday,  Morse  and  Henry,  all  of  a 
former  day,  and  these  names  constitute 
the  pillars  supporting  the  science  of  elec- 
tricity. Th<  y  were  all  sincerely  religious 
and  believed  devoutly  in  Jesus  as  the 
resurrected   Saviour. 

Dr.  Millikan  Confesses  His  Faith. 

Let  Robert  A.  Millikan,  one  of  the 
greatest  experimental  physicists  of  all 
time,  speak  for  himself.  In  a  pamphlet 
entitled  "  A  Scientist  Confesses  his 
Faith,"  Dr.  Millikan  says:  "Material- 
ism, as  commonly  understood,  is  an  alto- 
gether absurd  and  utterly  irrational 
philosophy,  and  is  indeed  so  regarded  Dy 
most  thoughtful  men.  .  .  .  Every  one 
who  is  sufficiently  in  possession  of  his 
faculties  to  recognise  his  own  inability 
to  comprehend  the  problem  of  existence, 
bows  his  head  in  the  presence  of  Nature, 
if  you  will,  the  God,  I  prefer  to  say,  who 
is  behind  it  all  and  whose  attributes  are 
partially  revealed  to  us  in  it  all,  so  that 
it  pains  me  as  much  as  it  did  Kelvin  '  to 
hear  crudely  atheistic  views  expressed  by 
men  who  have  never  known  the  deeper 
side  of  existence  !  '  Let  me  henceforth 
use  the  word  God  to  describe  that  which 
is  behind  the  mystery  of  existence  and 
that  which  gives  meaning  to  it.  1  think 
you  will  not  misunderstand  me,  then, 
when  I  say  that  I  have  never  known  a 
thinking  man  who  did  not  believe  m 
God." 

Michael  Pupin,  mentioned  a  moment 
ago,  professor  Emeritus  of  Columbia 
University,  another  of  America's  out- 
standing scientists  in  the  field  of  electro- 
physics,  in  his  book  "  The  New  Refonna- 
tion  "  says  (page  27)  "  Our  Christian 
faith  sees  in  the  life  and  the  teaching  of 
Christ  the  highest  spiritual  reality  which 
our  belief  in  God,  the  fountain  head  of 
all  spiritual  realities,  planted  in  the  soul 
of  man."  The  reading  of  this  book  as 
well  as  his  "  From  Immigrant  to  Inven- 
tor," an  autobiography,  will  reveal  10 
anyone  that  Dr.  Pupin  is  a  deeply  re- 
ligious  man. 

We  shall  mention  here  only  one  other 
name,  that  of  James  Clerk  Maxwell,  one 
of  the  greatest  names  in  nineteenth  cen- 
tury science.  "  His  name  is  a  gleaming 
star     in     the     firmament     of     Cambridge

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University.  (Fngland.)        When    oc- 

cupied with  the  highest  problems  he  had 
lime  and  took  care  to  lead  his  lamily, 
guests,  and  servants  in  evening  devotions. 
He   u'as  a   regular  attendant  at  church. " 

The  loregoing  names  of  leaders  in  the 
scientific  field  who  bejieved  in  God  and 
a  future  life  ought  to  be  an  effective 
affirmation  to  a  normal  mind  of  the 
reasonableness  of  a  faith  in  God  and  im- 
mortality. Confronted  with  these  names 
the  scoffer  should  be  ashamed  to  assert 
that  science  destroys  belief  in  a  future 
life.  Such  a  statement  would  stamp  him 
as  an  ill-informed,  shallow  thinker. 
Among  the  men  named  are  some  of  the 
ablest  thinkers  who  have  lived  during  the 
last   five  hundred   years. 

Immortality  is  Demanded. 

One  other  thought :  matter  and  energy 
are  the  two  entities  that  go  to  make  up 
the  physical  universe.  And  science  has 
long  taught  the  indestructibility  of  these 
two  entities.  However,  recent  science 
teaches  the  convertibility  under  extra- 
ordinary conditions,  conditions  that 
scientists  cannot  yet  duplicate,  of  one 
entity  into  the  other.  Generally  speak- 
ing, then,  so  far  as  man  is  concerned, 
matter  and  energy,  the  gross  entities  that 
make  up  the  world  and  changes  in  which 
cause  all  natural  phenomena,  are  in- 
destructible, are  eternal.  Is  it  reasonable 
then  to  claim  that  mind,  the  controller  of 
these  gross  entities  is  mortal,  is  destructi- 
ble? The  controlled,  the  material,  is 
eternal,  the  controller,  the  spiritual,  is 
destructible.  Does  this  seem  reasonable? 
Many  great  scientists,  as  we  have  seen, 
say  "  No."  To  them  a  belief  in  a  future 
life  is  a  logical  result  of  a  knowledge  of 
science,  that  is,  the  facts  of  science  fur- 
nish a  basis  for  a  belief  in  immortality. 

Now,  let  us  look  at  the  question  from 
another    point    of    view.  In    previous 

talks  we  aimed  to  show  that  science  sup- 
ports a  belief  in  God,  the  Creator  and 
Ruler  of  the  universe.  At  least  it  makes 
such  a  belief  reasonable.  And  the  uni- 
verse declares  that  "  the  glory  of  God  is 
intelligence,"  intelligence  of  a  most  super- 
lative type.  From  the  standpoint  of 
creation,  intelligence  is  His  most  out- 
standing characteristic. 

Further,  in  talk  No.  8,  delivered  May 
24,  we  explained  how  human  experience 


testifies  that  there  is  a  God,  testifies  so 
certainly  and  strongly  that  faith  is  con- 
verted into  definite,  and  positive  know- 
ledge. 

Now  let  us  ask  in  all  seriousness,  does 
not  the  existence  of  God  make  the  im- 
mortality of  man,  the  acme  of  creation, 
a  necessity?  If  God  lives  is  not  a  belief 
that  death  ends  a  man's  existence  not 
an  absurdity  of  the  grossest  kind  ?  My 
language  is  wholly  inadequate  to  express 
the  degree  of  absurdity,  as  it  appears  !o 
me.  Concisely  put,  the  situation,  as 
I  see  it,  is  this  :  if  death  ends  all  there 
is  no  God.  But  there  is  a  God.  Human 
reason,  and  human  experience  leave  no 
doubt    of    this    fact.  On    this    point    I 

speak  with  personal  assurance,  even  dog- 
matically, if  you  please.  Hence  "  if  a 
man  dies  shall  he  live  again  "  is  answered 
by  reason  most  emphatically  in  the 
affirmative.  The  answer  "  Yes  "  is  a 
necessary  consequence  of  the  existence  of 
God. 

But  if  you  say  my  logic  is  wrong  I 
reply  that  my  faith  and  your  faith  and 
the  faith  of  a  multitude  of  great  thinkers 
still  lead  us  to  the  same  conclusion — we 
For  the  soul  is  dead  that  slumbers, 
shall  iive  beyond  the  grave. 

"  Tell  me  not  in  mournful  numbers 
And  things  are  not  what  they  seem. 

"  Life  is  real!       Life  is  earnest! 
And  the  grave  is  not  its  goal ; 
Dust  thou  art,  to  dust  returneth, 
Life  is  but  an  empty  dream  ! — 
Was  not  spoken  of  the  soul!  " 
Immortality  Assured  by  the  Resurrec- 
tion of  Jesus. 

In  our  talk  last  Sunday  evening  we 
spoke  of  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Judging  from  Biblical  accounts  of  this 
event,  from  all  the  testimony  furnished 
by  them,  and  from  the  supporting  evi- 
dence does  not  reason  again  force  us  to 
say  that  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  was 
a  reality?  And  if  His  human  life 
becomes  immortal  does  not  this  assure 
immortality  to  us?  If  the  resurrection 
of  one  personality  is  a  fact  must  we  not 
concede  that  the  resurrection  of  every 
personality  is  a  possibility? 

So  it  seems  to  me.  Hence  the  reason- 
ableness of  a  belief  in  the  existence  of 
God  and  a  life  beyond  the  grave  is. 
established.        Nay,    more.  An    open- 
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minded,  prayerful  examination  of  all  the 
evidence — that  furnished  by  nature, 
science,  philosophy  and  especially  by 
human  experience — leads  to  a  conviction, 
to  an  assurance,  that  God  exists,  that 
Jesus  Christ  lives  and  that  souls  are 
immortal.  From  this  conclusion  many 
of  us  cannot  escape.  But  we  freely  and 
gladly  admit  we  have  no  desire  to  escape. 
We  are  grateful  that,  to  our  own  satis- 
faction, we  have  been  given  "  eyes  to 
see,  ears  to  hear,  and  hearts  to  under- 
stand." But  in  attaining  to  this  high 
degree  of  satisfaction  it  is  only  fair  for 
us  to  admit  that  reason  has  been  re- 
enforced  by  earnest  prayer  and  an  in- 
tense desire  to  know  the  truth  concerning 
these    all    important    matters.  And    so 

divine  revelation  to  us  personally  has 
completed  the  knowledge  that  enables 
both  the  reason  and  the  heart  to  join  in 
testifying  that  God  exists  and  we  shall 
live  beyond  the  grave. 


God's  Fatherly  Mercy 
and  Love.

Two  most  outstanding  features  of 
"  Mormonism's  "  message  to  the  world 
are,  that  it  emphasises  the  love,  mercy 
and  justice  of  God,  and  that  it  dignifies 
men  as  the  spirit  off-spring  of  him. 

No  other  religious  conceptions  exert  a 
more  stupendous  or  far-reaching  irfluence 
on  the  development  of  human  character. 

It  has  been  clearly  shown  that  for  cen- 
turies prior  to  the  introduction,  a  hundred 
years  ago,  of  the  latter-day  Gospel  mes- 
sage, Christian  preachers,  of  all  demoni- 
nations,  had  been  teaching  doctrines 
which  portrayed  Deity  as  nothing  short 
of  a  merciless  monster.  Robert  G. 
Ingersoll  said  to  the  religious  teachers 
of  his  day,  "  You  have  made  your  God 
the  keeper  of  an  endless  penitentiary  and 
have  deprived  him  of  the  pardoning 
power."  God  is  humanity's  highest  ideal, 
and  assuredly  inestimable  harm  has  re- 
sulted to  the  race  from  teachings  that  he 
consigned  all  but  a  small  fraction  of  man- 
kind to  endless  torments  which  exceed, 
beyond  all  conception,  the  deadliest  agonv 


which    the    mortal    body    can    endure    on 
earth. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  com- 
pare    teachings      revealed      through      the 
latter-day    prophet,    Joseph    Smith,    with 
the  man-made  creeds  already  relerred  to. 
Endless  Punishment  Defined. 

In  a  revelation  given  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith,  even  before  the  Church 
was  organised,  the  following  passage 
occurs : 

"  For,  behold,  the  mystery  of  Godliness, 
how  great  is  it!  For.  bpliold,  I  am  end- 
less, and  the  punishment  which  is  given  from 
my  hand,  is  endless  punishment,  for  End- 
less is  my   name  :   wherefore — 

"  Eternal  punishment  is  God's  punish- 
ment. 

"  Endless  punishment  is  God's  punish- 
ment."      (Doc.  and  Cov.  19    :  10-12.) 

How  completely  these  few  words  sweep 
away  the  error  taught  for  centuries  that 
the  torments  of  all  sinners  should  of 
necessity  be  endless  in  duration.  Brigham 
Young  said:  "  They  (the  wicked)  will  re- 
ceive according  as  their  deeds  have  been 
while  in  the  body.  God's  punishment  is 
eternal,  but  that  does  not  prove  that  a 
wicked  person  wi'l  remain  eternally  in 
a    state   of   punishment." 

Infant  Salvation. 

The  old  creeds.  Catholic  and  Protes- 
tant, declared  unbaptised  infants  to  be 
lost  along  with  the  wicked.  In  a  revela- 
tion given  to  Joseph  Smith  in  1830,  we 
read  : 

'  "  But,  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  little 
children  are  redeemed  from  the  foundation  of 
the  world  through  mine  Only  Begotten  : 

"  Wherefore,  they  cannot  sin,  for  power 
is  not  given  unto  Satan  to  tempt  little 
children  until  they  begin  to  become  account- 
able before  me."     (Dec.  and  Cov.  29   :  46-47.) 

In  the  eighth  chapter  of  the  writings 
of  Moroni  in  the  Book  of  Mormon  is  a 
very  clear  discussion  of  this  subject.  The 
prophet  explains  that  baptism  is  for  re- 
mission of  sin,  that  little  children  are  not 
capable  of  committing  sin,  that  "  the 
curse  of  Adam  is  taken  from  them  in 
Christ  "  and  therefore  "  awful  is  the 
wickedness  to  suppose  that  God  saveth 
one  child  because  of  baptism,  and  the 
other  must  perish  because  he  hath  no 
baptism." 

Regarding  the  Heathen. 

As  to  the  heathen  we  read  in  Section 
45  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  verse 
54:  "  Then,  shall  the  heathen  nations  be 
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redeemed,  and  they  that  knew  no  law 
shall  have  part  in  the  first  resurrection  ; 
and  it  shall  be  tolerable  for  them." 
Similar  teachings  occur  in  several  pas- 
sages in  the  Book  of  Mormon.  This 
doctrine  is  also  consistent  with  these 
words  of  the  Christ : 

"  And  that  servant,  which  knew  his  Lord's 
will,  and  prepared  not  himself,  neither  did 
according  to  his  will,  shall  be  beaten  with 
many  stripes.  But  he  that  knew  not  and 
did  commit  things  worthy  of  stripes  shall 
be  beaten  with  few  stripes."  (Luke  12  : 
47-48.) 

The  doctrine  that  only  a  very  few  of 
the  human  family  will  be  saved  implies 
that  Satan  will  be  victorious  in  bringing 
the  vast  majority  under  his  dominion. 
'  Mormonism  "  teaches  that  Christ  will 
be  the  victor,  and  that  but  a  very  few  of 
the  souls  of  men  will  be  completely  lost. 
Such  doctrine  is  made  especially  clear  in 
the  glorious  seventy-sixth  section  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants.  The  following 
quotation  on  this  point  is  from  Bfigham 
Young  : 

"  All  men,  excepting  those  who  sin  against 
the  Holy  Ghost,  who  shed  innocent  blood  or 
who  consent  thereto,  will  be  saved  in  some 
kingdom;  for  in  my  Father's  house,  says 
Jesus,  are  many  mansions  ....  Jesus  will 
bring  forth,  by  his  own  redemption,  every 
son  and  daughter  of  Adam,  except  the  sons 
of  perdition  who  will  be  cast  into  hell. 
Others  will  suffer  the  wrath  of  God — will 
suffer  all  the  Lord  can  demand  at  their 
hands  or  justice  can  require  of  them :  and 
when  they  have  suffered  the  wrath  ot  God 
till  the  utmost  farthing  is  paid,  they  will 
be  brought  out  of  prison.  Is  this  dangerous 
doctrine  to  preach  ?  Some  consider  it  danger- 
cms  ;  but  it  is  true  that  every  person  who 
does  not  sin  away  the  day  of  grace,  and 
become  an  angel  of  the  devil,  will  be  brought 
forth  to  inherit  a  kingdom  of  glory. "  (Dis- 
courses of  Brigham  Yormg,   pp.   584-585.) 

President  Joseph  F.  Smith,  from  his 
great  generous  heart  expresses  the  hope 
that  even  Judas  after  paying  .the  penalty 
of  his  sins  may  be  forgiven. 

"  I  prefer,  until  T  know  better,  to  take 
the  merciful  view  that  he  (Judas)  may  be 
numbered  among  those  for  whom  the  blessed 
Master  prayed.  'Father,  forgive  them;  for 
they  know  not,  what  they  do!  '  "  (Gospel 
Doctrine,  p.   547.) 

Punishment  for  Sin. 

We  believe  thnt  wilful  violation  o1'  'aw 
or  rejection  of  God'  word  will  result  in 
severe  punishment,  and  that  for  some 
few  who  shall  continue  to  resist  the  divine 
will  there  may  be  everlasting  punishment. 


In  the  Book  of  Mormon  we  read  : 

"  Behold,  und  fear,  and  tremble  before 
God  for  ye  ought  to  tremble;  for  the  Lord 
rerieemetli  none  such  that  rebel  against  him 
and  die  m  their  sins;  yea,  even  all  those  that 
have  perished  in  their  sins  ever  since  the 
world  began,  that  have  wilfully  rebelled 
against  God,  that  have  known  the  command- 
ments of  God,  and  would  not  keep  them  ; 
these  are  they  that  have  no  part  in  the  first 
resurrection.  Therefore  ought  ye  not  to 
tremble;-'  For  salvation  cometh  to  one  such; 
for  the  Lord  hath  redeemed  none  such  ;  yea, 
neither  can  the  Lord  redeem  such."  (Mo- 
siah  15    :  26-27.) 

Speaking  of  the  wicked  who  shall  not 
be  eternally  lost  Joseph   F.    Smith   says : 

"  Then  there  is  the  banishment  of  the 
transgressor  (not  the  sons  of  perdition)  into 
the  prison  house,  a  place  of  punishment,  with 
no  exaltation,  no  increase,  no  dominion,  no 
power,  whose  inhabitants  after  their  redemp- 
tion may  become  servants  of  them  that  have 
obeyed  the  laws  of  God  and  kept  the  faith 
That  will  be  the  punishment  of  such  as  reject 
the  truth,  but  sin  not  unto  death."  (Gospel 
Doctrine,  p.  569.) 

Hope  Beyond  the  Grave. 

We  do  not  believe  that  "  the  doom  of 
everlasting  damnation  is  passed  irreversi- 
bly at  death  on  all  who  die  in  a  state  of 
sin,"  but  it  is  our  faith  that  divine  love 
and  mercy  will  reach  out  to  the  repentant 
soul  even  beyond  the  grave.  This  doc- 
trine holds  a  conspicuous  place  in  "  Mor- 
mon "  theology  and  is,  moreover,  fully 
justified  by  biblical  scriptures. 

The  Master  himself  declared  as  we  read 
in  John  5  :  28,  29:  "  The  hour  is  com- 
ing, in  which  all  that  are  in  their  graves 
shall  hear  his  (the  Son  of  God's)  voice, 
and  shall  come  forth  ;  they  that  have  done 
good  unto  the  resurrection  of  life ;  and 
they  that  have  done  evil  unto  the  resur- 
rection of  damnation."  (In  place  of  the 
word  "  damnation  "  the  Revised  Version 
uses   the    word    "  judgment  ").  Peter 

tells  us  of  the  fulfilment  of  his  Master's 
promise  in  that  "  He  (Christ)  went  and 
preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison  ;  which 
sometime  wrere  disobedient,  when  once 
the  long  suffering  of  God  waited  in  the 
days  of  Noah."  (I  Peter  3  :  18.)  And 
further:  "  For,  this  cause  was  the  Gospel 
preached  also  to  them  that  are  dead,  that 
they  might  be  judged  according  to  men 
in  the  flesh,  but  live  according  to  God  in 
the  spirit."       (I  Peter  4   :  6.) 

Baptism  for  the  Dead. 

Moreover,  Paul  makes  a  clear  reference 
to  a  custom   in  the  church  of  his  dav  of 
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baptising  the  living  ior  the  dead.  '  Else 
what  shall  they  do  which  are  baptised  for 
the  dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  at  all? 
Why  are  they  then  baptised  for  the 
dead. ' '  The  efforts  that  have  been  made 
to  evade  the  obvious  meaning  of  this 
passage  are  interesting.  The  explana- 
tion most  often  used  by  the  commenta- 
tors is  that  Paul  referred  to  a  practice 
known  to  exist  in  certain  heretical  sects 
of  his  day  and  hence  did  not  say  "  why 
are  we,"  or  "  why  are  you  then  baptised 
for  the  dead,"  but  said  "  why  are  they." 
At  first  this  explanation  sounds  plausible, 
but  when  the  entire  chapter  is  studied 
it   becomes   ridiculous.  Paul,    through- 

out the  chapter,  is  presenting  an  argu- 
ment for  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and 
if  the  above  interpretation  is  adopted  this 
part  of  his  argument  becomes  :  Baptism 
for  dead  is  purposeless  unless  there  be  a 
resurrection,  certain  followers  of  false 
doctrines  baptise  for  the  dead,  hence  there 
must  be  a  resurrection.  Can  we  think 
that  Paul  was  guilty  of  so  absurd  an 
argument? 

"  Mormonism  "  teaches  that  the  essen- 
tial ordinance  of  baptism  may  be  per- 
formed vicariously  by  the  living  for  and 
in  behalf  of  the  dead  who  have  been 
denied  this  privilege  in  the  flesh  ;  the 
efficacy  of  the  ordinance  being  dependent 
upon  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the 
Gospel  plan  in  the  spirit  world  by  the 
one  in  whose  behalf  the  baptism  is  per- 
formed. 

A  further  article  will  discuss  man's  kin- 
ship with  God  and  with  Jesus  Christ,  also 
the  effects  on  human  life  and  character 
of  the  views  herein  contrasted.

The  Passing  of  Miss  Jessie  Duffin 

Where  love  prevails  Christians  forget 
denominations  and  open  their  hearts  to 
the  fulness  of  truth,  from  wheresoever 
it  may  come.  This  was  made  plain  at 
the  funeral  of  Miss  Jessie  Duffin,  21, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  Duffin,  of 
Meadow  Road,  Rosebank,  when  repre- 
sentatives of  several  Christian  faiths 
gathered  Tuesday,  the  22nd,  to  pay  her 
last  respects,   before  interment. 

Her  numerous  friends  brought  wreaths 
and  sprays  of  flowers  until  Jessie's  room 
(where  her  lingering  sickness  held 
her  until  her  funeral)  was  a  mass  of 
beauty,  seldom,  if  ever,  seen  at  the  bier 
of   anyone.  Tears   were   few,    because 

happiness  prevailed.  Her  life  was  so 
sweet  that  like  a  beautiful  flower,  it 
attracted  many  who  love,  sweet  things, 
and  in  remembrance  of  her  wonderful 
spirit,  everyone  seemed  comforted  and 
happy,  even  though  they  saw  this  pleas- 
ing flower  fade  and  die.  All  were  re- 
freshed by  the  loving  memory  of  happy 
thoughts,  given  them  by  Jessie 

It  seemed  that  love  dominated  every- 
thing. Those  who  carried  her  to  her 
last  resting  place  were  members  of  five 
denominations,  Mormon,  Presbyteriar 
Methodist,  Spiritualist,  and  Christian 
Scientist  and  no  fewer  than  these  five 
Churches  offered  prayers  for  her  best 
good.  Even  the  doctors  who  attended 
her  joined  in  supplications  to  the  Master 
for  the  good  of  Jessie.  It  seemed  the 
Lord's  will  to  take  her  for  a  greater 
work.  The  Rev.  R.  Barr,  of  the  Mowbray 
Presbyterian  Church,  conducted  the  ser- 
vices, and  his  beautiful  remarks  at  the 
graveside  were  inspiring  and  comforting.

She 
then  opened  her  eyes  widely  and  with  a 
broad  smile  as  if  in  ecstasy,  said,  "  Oh! 
how  lovely,"  and  peacefully  closed  her 
eves,  in  earthlv  death. — D.

Church  Members  in  South  Africa. 
After  reading  the  following  paragraphs 
about  missionary  work  by  other  mem- 
bers, let  us  all  resolve  to  do  our  part 
to  take  the  message  of  the  Gospel  to  the 
people  in  this  land.

Each  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  Stakes, 
Liberty,  Salt  Lake,  Ensign,  Pioneer, 
Grant  and  Granite  have  made  rapid 
strides  in  the  work  and  the  results  have 
been  remarkable.  Whole  families  have 
been  converted  to  the  Gospel,  many 
friends  made  through  the  meetings  and 
thousands  of  conversations  held  and  a 
general  study  of  the  Church  doctrines  by 
many  more  has  been  started  as  a  result 
of  tracting  and  distribution  of  Church 
books. 

Liberty  Stake  baptised  125  in  nine 
months,  while  Salt  Lake  Stake  baptised 
Ti2  converts,  and  so  on.
